These suggested modifications follow three general lines, (l) D/’X 
considers it advisable to limit the recanaendatians of the report to tfe 
field of ap-ti gfigl intelligence, making no recommendations cone gr aving 
intelligence activities of other agendas directed towrd purely- depart 
mental purposes. (2) As reg-'ds form, D/IP considers ram renrrn v omen a 
of material to be advisable, particularly the transfer of certain reooa end 
tiona from Enclosure A to the Report proper. (3) As regards facta 1 cq ten 
S/IP does not, in the absence of the various "Tabs," undertake to revis th 
Enclosure as a whole j but it would strongly suggest a tore precise rtrt nan 
than that now contained in Enclosure A concerning D/lP and erne of its ork 
With respect to the statement;; made on p. 15 concerning the imte^iigore 
"country papers 8 requested V the Interdepartmental Foreign Infojsr tica Str- 
and the JIG, Joint Chiefs of Staff (at approximately the same tin 5 but ot 
jointly, as might be inferred from the present fotn of the str tert), /ir 
believes it is misleading to introduce these papers in the eontenr. of t a 
Rational Intelligence Survey, since they are envisaged as mad! no* spa-iil 
studies than any that might have been included in the I IS program. It e a 
t© be noted that the list of priority countries needs setae minor rcvici n, 
and that no regular production schedule has in fact been established fo:
